Big Ben Back In Step 


LONDON (UPI) — The hands of Big Ben, the clock 
that symbolizes London to the world, will resum e their 
time keeping Monday but the famous W estminster 
Chimes must remain silent at least another two weeks. 
The problem is old age. Metal fatigue has invaded the 
innermost recesses of the 117-year-old clock tower high 
over the Palace of Westminster on the banks of the 
Thames River. 
A team of scientists from the British Atomic Research 
Station at Harwell spent the weekend clambering 
through the cast iron mechanism in the 320-foot tower. 
Using space age technology, they found invisible 
cracks in some of the gearwheels of 
the striking 
mechanism. 
The flaws endangered the entire mechanism of the 
clock and chimes, said resident engineer John Darwin, 
and the defective parts have to be replaced before the 
chimes can ring out again. 
That will take at least two weeks, he said, but the 
clock itself was ordered restarted 
after a 
36-hour 
interruption during the inspection.

Railroad To Discontinue Passengers 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) - The Chicago, South 
Shore and South Bend Railroad will seek to discontinue 
passenger service on its entire line, it announced 
Saturday. 
The South Shore threatened six months ago that un­ 
less it got public funds within six months to upgrade its 
passenger service it would petition the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to let it end the service. It 
serves commuters between South Bend and Chicago. 
Saturday’s announcement fulfilled the t h r e a t , 
apparently. 
Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind. said Friday in Michigan 
City that he had been assured an Urban Mass Transit 
Administration grant for the South Shore would be 
approved. 
Michigan city Mayor Joseph LaRocco reacted with a 
carrot and stick approach. He said he would give all 
possible aid to the line, including help in any court 
action. He also said he would investigate whether the 
railroad legally can continue to have a freight right-of- 
way through the city if it drops the commuter service. 
South Shore officials have maintained their freight 
service is profitable.

There has been a recent cam paign by law en­ 
forcement agencies to get the public aware of the fact 
that the speed limit of 55 miles per hour is not only a 
good idea, but the law. In their attem pt to enforce 
this, the Indiana State Police have served extra tim e 
on the state highways enforcing that law. 
The speed limit of 55 miles per hour has done many 
things to benefit the people of this state. It has cut 
down on the amount of gasoline used, and it has saved 
hundreds of lives on Indiana highways. With the 
speed limit at 55, those who observe it are m ore 
careful than most, and a safer trip is almost assured.

Driving 55 miles per hour 
won’t get you there any faster, but it might get you 
there safer. And, now and then, everyone is guilty of 
exceeding the limit. There are other laws that are 
meant to help also, and they are posted along the 
highways for the driver’s information to make his trip 
safer. But they are often ignored. 
For instance, the new “Super Loop’’ through In­ 
dianapolis was recently dedicated. In the first four 
days of the opening, it was estim ated over a million 
cars had traveled over it already. And unfortunately, 
there have been some accidents on the loop already, 
and some have labeled the road a “ killer highway.” 
But why blame the road? It is not the road’s fault. In 
the case of all accidents reported, and one last week 
which resulted in a fatality, the law was not observed. 
The place of the accidents, dubbed “malfunction 
junction” by observers, has a posted speed limit of 40 
miles per hour. In every accident, according to the 
police investigations, the speed of the vehicles ex­ 
ceeded the 40 miles per hour limit. It only stands to 
reason that the state highway posted the area to 40 
because they felt that 40 was the maximum speed at 
which it should be driven. It was not only a good idea, 
it was also the law. It could have saved at least one 
life and plenty of heartaches had it been observed.

After seven years, your wife 
and you have a right to feel 
secure that you have com­ 
pletely recovered from the 
heart episode. 
I assume, too, that during this 
interval you have been checked 
by your doctor and have been 
pronounced well. 
Flying as a passenger should 
present no great problem.

today 
are 
well 
pressurized and oxygen is 
always available if there is any 
need 
Many people who have never 
suffered with a heart attack 
need a considerable amount of 
time to adjust themselves to a 
high altitude There may be 
some dizziness, palpitation and 
hyperventilation 
(over- 
breathing). 
Even those in good health 
may be distressed by this. 
People who have had a heart 
attack may be emotionally 
upset, which would, of course, 
add to the discomfort

The A m erican [lutheran Church ended its 
recent 
national 
convention 
declaring 
it 
intended to step "boldly and firmly into the 
Third C entury" but m ade it clear that step 
would tie clearly in the m ainstream of 
American life. 
With little debate, the I,(SKI delegates of 
the 15-year-old denomination accepted, in a 
"M anifesto for our Nation’s Third Century," 
a 
vision 
of 
America 
which 
stressed 
interdependence 
of 
people 
and 
nature, 
affirm ed the central role of the family, 
rejoiced in cultural diversity and condemned 
racism , 
sexism 
and 
"other 
forms 
of 
exploitation 
which fragm ent 
the 
human 
com m unity.” 
Perhaps most radically for the I 4 million 
m em ber denomination, the delegates as 
"m em bers, congregations and units” of the 
ALC, pledged themselves to "involvement in 
the social system s and stru ctu res" of the 
nation to m ake them “m ore responsive to 
God's will for the world " 
in the past, the ALC, unlike many other 
mainline denominations, has g e n e r a l l y 
eschewed involvement in social issues which 
identified the national church or any of its 
divisions with a particular stance on an 
issue 
One of the denom ination's moat prominent 
m em bers, Rep 
Albert H 
Quie, R Minn., 
expressed som e strong reservations to the 
delegates about the Manifesto 
yule, in a m ajor speech to the convention, 
reiterated 
what 
to 
m any 
is 
standard 
Lutheran 
theology 
the 
centrality 
o f 
individual 
believer 
and 
that 
believer's 
relationship to God through Christ and that 
in 
the 
Bible 
“ we 
have 
very 
specific 
instructions about how God wants us to 
relate to Him ..." 
He 
said 
he 
believed 
denominational 
organization's and program w ere “ m an’s 
effort " arid that “ we cannot be as confident 
about God s p lan ” for their use 


As an exam ple, yule said he could not 
he could not im agine “our bishops calling the 
presidential 
candidates 
before 
them , 
in 
order to im pact on the election” as the 
Roman Catholic bishops have. 
The ALC, however, did not indicate it was 
going to take any radical departure from its 
previous positions. 


Much of the convention concerned internal 
or interLutheran m atters and the delegates 
approved proposals to work m ore closely

— 
although strains in its relations with the 
Lutheran 
ChurchM issouri 
Synod 
w e r e 
readily apparent They did, however, give 
provisional approval to a statem ent 
on 
communion 
practices 
that 
is

developed by the ALC and the Lutheran 
Church in America and general approval for 
continuing work on a new service and hymn 
I look. 
The most emotionally debated subject was 
a proposed am nesty 
resolution 
and 
the 
delegates 
rehearsed 
most 
of 
the 
sam e 
argum ents that have been generated around 
the issue since the height of the Vietnam 
War, finally settling for a call for a pardon 
rather than an am nesty for "nonviolent 
resistors of the Vietnam W ar,” a position 
sim ilar to that ol Democratic presidential 
candidate Jim m y Carter. 


Delegates also struggled with the question 
of sexist language in the church 
an issue 
that is engulfing m any denominations at 
present The results of that struggle were 
not clear cut. “clergym an,” for exam ple is 
out, and "m em ber of the clergy" is in, as 
“ lay persons” instead of "laym en." But 
“chairm an" will continue to Im' used instead 
of “ chairperson” and “m en" will be used as 
a reference to all hum ans. 
For the ALC, it was an upbeat, positive 
convention, 
nurtured 
on 
the 
cautious 
progressivism that rnark^ the Midwest 
where the denomination is centered — in 
both secular and religious life. 


We were supposed to share with our 
"Spiritual Pathw ays” readers last week the 
wife’s role in family relationships, according 
to the Scriptures But I got sidetracked, and 
will have to apologize.

History And Hearsay 
Hoosier Regiment 


LAURA BRETT and JOE DELGATTO 
Shortly after the beginning of the Civil War 
the Fifty-second Regiment was partially 
organized at Rushville and cam ped for a few 
weeks on the fairgrounds here before m ar­ 
ching to Indianapolis to report for duty. Since 
they had failed to recruit a full complement of 
men, they w ere m erged with the Fifty-sixth 
Railroad Regim ent, also incomplete, but kept 
the title of Fifty-Second Indiana Volunteers. 
Bpwever they rem ained a railroad regim ent 
since there were m any railroad engineers, 
superintendents and train hands am ong the 
men. 
Their 
regim ental 
colors 
had 
an 
American Eagle bearing a scroll with the 
motto “Clear the T rack" and during the w ar 
they did a great deal of repair work on the 
Memphis and Charlestown and the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroads. 
But they also took part in som e fierce 
battles. The first of these was the little known 
but extrem ely im portant the battle of Fort 
Donaldson. This fort was one of m any for­ 
tifications the Confederates had built along 
the Cum berland Tennessee and Mississippi 
Rivers. It stood on a high hill between two 
creeks with its highest batteries 120 feet 
above the river. Another battery was 50 feet 
above the river and a third, stood at twenty 
feet. These different levels of fourteen gun 
im placem ents m ade the range over which 
they could be fired much larger than if they 
had all been on one level. 
Flag Officer Andrew H 
Foote and his 
ironclad gunboats had taken w eaker Fort 
Henry and the incompleted Fort Heinman but 
had failed to capture the rebels stationed 
there These men had fled to Fort Donaldson 
increasing the garrison there to 20,000 Con­ 
federates. On the afternoon of February 14, 
1862 Foote attacked (Donaldson, but all six of 
his gunboats were disabled and had to retire 
for repairs. Supporting land troops under the 
com m and of the ten unknown Ulysses S. 
G rant had to take over the job. 
Among the troops w ere the fifty-second and 
tw enty-fifth 
Indiana 
They 
had 
left 
Indianapolis on the seventh of February and 
arrived at Fort Henry on the ninth When they 
left Fort Henry on the twelfth the w eather 
was mild and unseasonably warm. Sweating 
soldiers discarded overcoats and blankets in 
spite of warnings from older m ore ex­ 
perienced soldiers. Green volunteers did as 
they pleased in those days. 
At dusk rain began to fall. The wind 
whisked around to the north and the ran was 
mixed with snow and sleet. Ill clad troops 
m arched in circles all night to keep w arm for 
they had been forbidden to build fires Within 
the fort the ill clad southerners fared little 
better By morning three inches of snow had 
accum ulated and the tem perature hovert»d at 
IO degrees Dawn brought little relief for sleet 
and snow continued to fall and the wind 
reached gale proportions. 
The Fifty-second, along with other new 
troops 
arriving under 
the com m and of 
Indiana's Brigadier-G eneral Lew W allace, 
were placed in the center of the horseshoe 
shaped lines the Union men were forming 
about the Fort. For the tim e being they would 


Im* a part of the Second Division under the 
com m and of Brigidaer-G eneral Charles F 
Smith Off to their right Brigadier General 
McClernand was m aking an unsuscessful 
attem pt to storm the Confederate rifle pits. 
Exhausted, hungry and thoroughly chilled. 


the men choked down raw bacon and hard; 
tack and tried to sleep in the ever increasing 
cold. 
The next day the Fifty-second milled about 
feeling useless and listening to the gunboats 
being demolished by the guns of the fort. 
Again there were no fires to boil coffee, cook 
bacon and dry clothing, althugh G rant in his 
official reports gave the tem perature as 20 
below. Only the knowledge that the rebels 
inside the fort were probably as m iserable as 
them sleves kept the men going. They stared 
glumly at a form idable abatis which stood 
between them and the rebels. Constructed of 
fallen trees, their pointed ends extending 
outward, it was in the words of the men, “too 
thick for a rabbit to get through." 
On the following day the Confederates 
alm ost broke through the Union lines and 
G rant ordered full scale attack. The Second 
Iowa charged the abatis with the fifty-second 
directly behind them With axe, bayonet and 
gun butt they forced their way through the 
wooden barricades only to be pinned down by 
Rebel fire. The twenty-fifth Indiana followed 
and with difficulty the rebels were forced 
back. An hour after it began, the battle for the 
pits was over, the rebels withdrawn into their 
second line of defense D arkness fell and 
ended the fighting for the day. Federal 
cannon moved in and the demoralized Fifty- 
second was ordered to the rear for rest and 
recuperation 
During the night Confederate Generals 
Pillow and Floyd fled leaving Generals 
Bucknerand Indiana bom Bushrod Johnson to 
hoist a white flag and ask for cessation of 
hostilities, which led to G rant's famous 
“ U nconditional 
s u rre n d e r’’ 
title. 
Lew 
W allace, from the front lines, sent Grant a 
m essage to come up but went within the fort 
to accept surrender himself. Within the fort 
he found the defeats arm y standing in 
regem ental lines and noted "the men ap­ 
peared two or three trifles w orse" than his 
own men. G rant who found W allace at break 
fast with Buckner, thought W allace had a lot 
to 
learn 
about 
m ilitary 
courtesy 
and 
retailiated by barely mentioning W allace in 
his reports, reserving his praise for Smith 
Shortly thereafter W allace was ordered to 
take charge of Fort Henry. The Fifty-second 
went with him and did garrison duty there 
until April when they were sent to Pittsburg 
(.anding to become a part of Hurlbut's 
division 
They were fortunate enough to 
arrive too late to have any part in the bloody 
battle of Shiloh but were later present at the 
siege of Corinth 
Later they were garrisoned at Fort Pillow 
where they chased guerillas and repaired 
dam ages done by them on the railroad lines 
In 1864 they moved into Mississippi and 
louisiana, their last action being the m arch 
against Mobile. Rush County men listed as 
officers w ere Colonel E.H 
Wolfe, LL Col. 
William C McKeynolds, Q uarterm aster W M 
Smith, Surgeons M arshall Sexton and Jam es 
W M artin, Captain M ontgom ery C Howard, 
First Lls. Ross Guffin. Charles M 
F e m e , 
Jam es ll Frazee and second Cts Jam es Ii. 
Wright, Harrison C. Carney and Winfield S 
Conde 
Names of enlisted men are not given, but 
the HUSH COUNTY HISTORY says there 
were a total of 121 Rush County men in the 
Regiment 28 of whom died during the course 
of the war.

listening, but I much prefer it 
to what I was doing back home, 
even though ifs less secure,” 
said Flynn, 21, a curly-haired, 
blue-eyed Irishm an who was a 
bus conductor in Dublin. 
He and his girlfriend, Pamela 
Crawford, 21. who worked in a 
Dublin boutique, cam e to the 
continent in June They ended 
up in Brussels “ by accident”
